BICYCLING IN LONDON.

Throngs of Wheelers on the Thor-
ounghfares of the Metropolis.
Any morning that ls favorable It ls worth
one's while to turn off Flecadilly into Hyde
park, writes the London rorrespondent ot
the Times-Herald, There s always crowd
enough to gulde the unaccustomed visitor to
the scene of Interest. The =outhern stroteh
of the Ring road, a considerable part of
which skirts the so-called Serpentine, I the
excrelsing course of the lady riders of bley-
eles. Formerly Battersea park was the
ghoven resort of the female Ixions, the selec.
tion being made because that park Is remote
frem the haunts of fashlonable idlers, and
therefore admirably su'ted to sensitive ladies
who do not care to have members of thelr
own world look on, amused or derisive, when
whesls wabbled under the novice and falls
were not infrequent, But as *“all sorts”
guthered there, the necessity of reapserting
their excluslveness was (mpressed upon the
mors seleot divinitles of the wheel. Finally
a concession was secured by which the
gncred precinets of Hyds park counld be in-
vaded, and the road along the Serpentine
was designated as the course for biking In
the forenoon hours. At first the apectalors
wers only chafice passers, or those attracted
from the usunl asgortment of park strollers
and loungers. Hy degrees the Interest ex-
tended untll now it le quite a fashlonable
employment to ride, drive or promennde to
the Serpentine to ses the lady bicyclists

tak!ng thelr morn'ng airing.

This moerning (March 14), the spectacle was
uncommonly animated and  interesting, it
belie thie first aince the advent of spring that
coupled serene  skies and  warm aouth
briszes, the number of light spring costumes

be vesn as to see, and yon make up your
mind that this Is a charming, uwngarnlshied
fufirinal al fresco reception, In which ilt'u bi-
ovolists take the place of muslelans Vying
with the ladies In thelr new dross, over
yonder is a slope of tulips breathing sweet-
neas into the balmy alr, thelr birilliant va-
rleties risizg from the green turf betraying
one luto & sort of intoxication through the
penao of slght,.

Ladies who are just beginning to ride
ehonld dismount and walk up the hills; tha
walle for & short distance after having boen
on the whesl for a mile or two will be found
refreshing, and they will feel more like con-
tinuing the trip at the top.

Bleyeles for messenger serviee in London
are muech more widely employed than in
this country., The telegraph companles there
use 8,450 bleyeles for telegraph messenger
survies In London and 13,850 In England.

A, A. Zimmerman says sit up stralght
when you ride. If you are out for a
mild little jaunt you will enjoy It ever suv
much more if you sit up stralght. There's
nothiog so0 atiractive about the rcad that
you should keep your eyes on It constantly.
Stt up straight, and enjoy the scenery as
well as the fresh air,

Not only Is It desirable, on account of
regard for the bronohisl tubes, to breathe
through the ncse, but for the sake of bet-
ter appeeprance it  is  deairable that the
mouth should ba closed while riding, The
difffieulty of “‘getting breath"” common to
beginners needs to be overcome by deep,
abldominal respiration, mnot by gaeping.
Then there Is the further advantuge of
breathing correctly, so that thirst, the bane
of warm weather riding to all suve seasoned
riders, Is not experienced nearly so soan.

The New York bleycle corps of pollee are
having fun ohaslog scorchers, Piatrolman
Drown recently saw two men on a tandem
coming down the plke llke a locomotlve—
when they saw Brown, the frst man o the
tandem merely moved his right hand from
the handle bar, and placing his thumb to his
neoe, wagged the fingors, This I8 a cus-
tem derived from the anclent Greeks, and
15 commanly supposed to Imply derislon.
For the next half hour there was a llvely
race which ended In the polles eoburt, the
scorchers delivering up 33 each to the publle
coffers.

Bdward S. Marcus of Chlcago sstimates
that every pound of his bicycle supports
14 12-26 pounds. Mr. Marcua tips the beam
at 322 pounde and his bleyele weaghs twen-
ty-fiva pounds. Contrary to the usual ef-
fect of whesl riding Mr. Marcus thrives dur-
ing the oycie season. When he first leayned
to rlide he was stout, but not of hls present
ponderous proportions,

Obstacles in the
rond can be rldded dwer with ense and the
sharpest turns o be' effected in the same
manner ous 1[\" ands. of the rider were
gripping the hars., The strap s fitted to the
form In mueh the same fashion as a shoulder
brace, a crosssplece resting. on the shoulder
blades. The length of the strap s adjusted
by moans of buckles. The strap can be car-
riedl under the coat when not In use,

There were bul two
propesitions that amounted to anything sub-
mitted to the board, one from Lincoln, which
was to offer a prize list of $1,2560, and to
expend 32,000 upon a one-fourth m!le track.

park. Lincoln's bond was put up by an lo-
vestment company of that clty, which Is
backing the Capital City Cyeling club and
rractically running the meel. Omaha offered
a $1,000 prize list, n one-hall mile truck In
perfect conditien, and banquet to the visit-
Ing wheelmen on the openlng evening of the
maet. The Gate Clty's bond was put up by
the Commercial elub, amd considering evory-
thing Omaha's bld was the betler hy about
§300. The $4,000 which Lincoln offered t=
expend upon a track should not have been
taken into conslderation, as Omaha already
line a track, grand stand and everything in
shape, within ten minutes ride of the center
of the elty, which cost nearly dounble that
amount, and as Lincoln had o down towa
track and It was necessary for her to bulld
ong before holding a succeasful meet, there-
fore by adding the cost of the track to her
b rfor the etate meet she made It appear to
the board that her bid was the hetter, in
an Interview with Mr. Howe, who representad
the Omaha Leagup club at the meeting, he
explained the whole thing In this way: “"We
could mot have gotten the meet If we had
offered 810,000 for it.

ferent sections of the 1nited Biates. The
major portlon of this expense has been
horne by nationa’ headguarters. Tt is sald
that the Amerlcan treasury of
the army ls now emptly, and has been for
some time, In order to meet the droin
u;mn It the natiopal treasury has borrowed
of the Central chief division, which includes
New York Clty and vieinity, $1000,

The treasury of the Central chler division
has alwave heon well filled owing to the
fact that Ballington Booth had a number
of wealthy friends In this city whom he
could alwanye call upon In time of need,
Now that he has been dismilssed from the
urmy the majority of these persons have
cut off their contributions.
